The information in this specific area is not easily available 
and it is difficult to obtain comprehensive and consolidated 
information about the facilities provided for the different cate- 
gories of handicapped persons. We have very limited informa- 
tion available. For this purpose a questionnaire was prepared 
and mailed to different welfare agencies for physically handi- 


capped, mentally retarded in India, out of which a good 


number responded. The rest of the information was collected 
‘from secondary sources like the state and district Gazeteers, 


‘Census of India, National Sample Survey, Journals and 


newspapers, etc. Information regarding facilities provided 
by the Government of India has been collected by writing to 
-the Social Welfare Department and the Directorate General of 
Employment and Training. It has been possible to collect infor- 
mations of 458 institutions working for the blind, the deaf and 
dumb, the orthopaedically handicapped and mentally retarded 
iin India. 

All institutions in the Directory are arranged statewise and 
organisations of institutions are alphabetical within the state. 

For the benefit of the orthopaedically handicapped the 
Directory has devoted a special section for artificial limb 
manufacturing and fitting organisations. 

The Directory has devoted a special section to libraries of 
institutions of physically handicapped persons, which will help 
especially the blind persons, who need Braille library for their 
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education. Another section has been devoted to the teachers 
training institutes working tor teaching the R PP 

The section on international organisation has been inclu > 
to impart information to the institutions and individuals oft i 
area to avail of all possible assistance provided to them by 
international organisations.

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Introduction 


Definition 


The term ‘physically handicapped’ does not conjure up a vision 
of a completely maimed and incapacitated individual. It is 
‘being accepted that most of the physical handicaps can be 
Overcome with proper training and use of appropriate tools. 
Although it is not possible to define the term ‘Handicapped’ 
precisely, an attempt has been made by the Directorate General 
of Employment and Training, Government of India, to make 
an uniform and standard definition for the purpose of provid- 
ing concessions to the handicapped at the Central level and for 
laying down programmes for their education, training, employ- 
ment, economic assistance, health and medical, travel etc. A 
handicap is generally understood as an impairment of one or 
the other physical or mental faculties. The degree of impair- 
ment may range between two extremes, as is often described as 
“very significant” or “least significant’, or as being “very 
obvious” or “least noticeable’. A handicap means certain 
amount of incapacity for doing certain things or it may mean 
loss of a particular function to varied extent. Handicapped are 
generally classified into the following broad categories : 

(1) Visual handicaps, 

(2) Hearing and speech handicaps, 

(3) Orthopaedic handicaps, and 

(4) Mental retardation. 
VISUAL HANDICAPS : The Blind has been classified into two 
‘broad categories: 
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(a) Totally blind are those who cannot respond to light at 
all, under any situation. 

(b) Partially blind include those who can just tell whence 
light comes, or can see form or motion but cannot 
count fingers at a distance of 2 feet. This category also 
includes those who can travel or go about unaided, or 
can read only large headlines. 

HEARING AND SPEECH HANDICAPS : These have been 
classified into three categories: 


(a) The deaf and dumb include those who are born deaf or 
have been deafened at an early age resulting in 
simultaneous loss of speech. 

(b) The deaf include those who lose entire hearing after 
having learnt speaking. 

(c) Partially deaf include those who can hear with the help 
of aids. 


ORTHOPAEDIC HANDICAPS : These include all types of 
defects, impairments, or peculiarities of skeletal structure of 
the body (muscle, bones and joints) which affect ability to feel 


or move or both. The categories used in the present study are 
described below: 


(a) Disabilities of the upper extremities include amputation 
or congenital absence of one or both the arms, loss of 
one or more fingers, or a part below wrist, elbow or 
shoulder. 

(b) Disabilities of the lower extremities include similar 
impairments of one or both the legs as’described in the 
case of upper extremities. 

MENTAL RETARDATION : Mental Retardation is character- 
ised by impairment in intelligence from early life, slow mental’ 
development during the growth period, incomplete neurophy- 
siological malnutrition, reduced learning ability and inappro- 
priate social and behavioural adjustment. 

It may be mentioned here that the classification of handi- 

capped described is not exhaustive. The four major varieties of 


handicapped are defined for the convenience of presentation. 
of the present study. 
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Disabled in India: An Estimate 


It is reckoned that about 500 million people, roughly 10 per cent 
of the world’s population, suffer from some form of physical, 
sensory or mental handicap. The figures may be even higher: 
about 15 to 20 per cent, depending on the definition used and 
conditions included, according to recent estimates by the World 
Health Organisation (WHO). Over two-thirds of these live in 
developing countries, mostly without any rehabilitative services. 
Causative factors of world incidence of disability are shown 
in the following figures.

The total world incidence of disability is 514 million out 
of which |43 million in developing countries and 171 million 
in developed countries. 

In India it is estimated that approximately 30 per cent of 
the population is affected by one or the other disability. Data 
on the disability on a nation-wide basis can be obtained from 
two sources, namely the Population Census and National Sample 
Surveys. The census of 1872, 1881, 1901, 1911, 1921 and 1931 
Canvassed questions on the disability; thereafter these questions 
were discontinued till 1981. The census of 1981 again canvass- 
ed the question on the disability. Since independence the NSS 
has conducted three surveys on handicapped persons—during 
1960-61, 1969-70 and 1973-74. Recently it has completed the 
36th round (July-December 1981) Survey exclusively meant for 
the disabled in India. 

The provisional figures of 1981 census (Series I, Pt. VII-B) 


*Source : WHO 
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indicate that the country has a total of 1,118,948 disabled 
persons. There are about 4,78,000 totally blind, 2,76,000 totally 
deaf and dumb and 3,64,000 totally crippled children in our 
country. About 42.8 per cent are blind, 32.5 percent crippled 
and 24.7 per cent dumb depending upon the definitions used. 
While 86.7 per cent of these disabled persons live in rural parts 
of India, the rest 13.3 per cent live in the urban parts of the 


country.

According to the table the largest number of disabled 
persons are found in Uttar Pradesh (14.7 per cent), followed 
by Madhya Pradesh (9.1 per cent), West Bengal (9 per cent), 
Andhra Pradesh (9 per cent), Bihar (8.8 per cent), Tamil Nadu 
(7.2 per cent), Gujarat (6 per cent) and Orissa (5.5 per cent). 
In all the other states the percentage of disabled is below 5- 
The table also highlights that 78 per cent of disabled in 
Sikkim, 60.9 per cent of disabled in Nagaland and 39 per cent 
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.of disabled in Manipur are dumb; while 58.0 per cent of dis- 
abled in Rajasthan, 56.9 per cent in Uttar Pradesh and 
52.8 per cent in Madhya Pradesh are blind; 47.3 per cent in 
Gujarat and 38.8 per cent in Kerala and 36.4 per cent in 
Jammu and Kashmir are reported to be crippled. All these 
findings help the planners to identify those states where the 
problem of disability is acute so as to concentrate more on 
rehabilitation programmes there. Further, the policy makers 
‘can know what kind of disability is severe and in which state 
in order to all of necessary funds and facilities to strengthen 
rehabilitation programmes there. 


‘CAUSE AND PREVENTION OF DISABILITY : The disabi- 
lity may be mild severe, and is not always beyond remedy. 
The cause of disability may by inadequate medical facilities, 
malnutrition, ignorance, poverty, non-adoptation of immuniza- 
tion, faulty birth practices, lack of awareness in developing 
countries while in the industrially developed countries the nature 
of the problem is different. There is no malnutrition or poverty 
there, but alcoholism and drug addiction are on the increase, 
turning a great number of handicapped. 


The various afflictions resulting from pre-natal accidents are 
found in all countries, but they are more common in the deve- 
Joping countries. This is not only because of insufficient medi- 
cal attention during pregnancy but because some 75 per cent of 
all births take place are in the developing countries. According 
UNICEF's findings in the International Year of Disabled 
Persons (IYDP-1981), 80 per cent of mental and physical 
impairments are disabilities that can be prevented by proper 
immunization, advocation of healthy diet, both for mothers 
and growing children, and encouraging mothers to breast-feed 
their babies as long as possible and by including green leafy 
vegetables in the diet. Green leafy vegetables are rich in 
Vitamine A. They prevent blindness. Immunization can save 
millions of children a year from six major childhood diseases 
which often cause disablements like, poliomyelities, measles, 
tetanus, whooping cough, diphtheria, and tuberculosis. Antibio- 
tics can cure ottis mealia, a major cause of loss of hearing 
which begins with a simple ear infection. Similarly addition of 
minute quantities of iodine to salt can prevent large number of 
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children from being born deaf mutes in areas where goitre 1s: 
_ endemic, 


Education and Vocational Training 


A large population in all the countries are affected by handi- 
caps, whether physical or mental, which limit their capability to 
benefit from ordinary education. The handicapped reqnire an 
education adapted to their potential, their capabilities and their 
needs—a“‘special education” as it has come to be called—which 
will enable them to develop their skill in order to become full 
members of the society to which they belong. Special education 
is thus the educational component of rehabilitation. It is need- 
ed for all those individuals who experience or are at risk of 
experiencing significant and continuing difficulties in learning 
and in adjusting to normal educational opportunities made 
„available to other persons. In India as per the availability of 
the existing data furnished by the Government of India, there 
are about 800 voluntary agencies and state institutions offering 
educational and training services to only 30,000 disabled 
children. The various agencies looking after the handicapped 
in different categories ‘number’ as under:

For imparting education to the handicapped there are two 
schools of thought. Some believe that the handicapped children- 
should go to special schools meant exclusively for them. Others: 
believe that the handicapped children should go to normal 
schools along with normal children and take integrated educa- 
tion. The integration of handicapped children into the normal: 
education system has many supporters both among workers in 
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the field of special education and among parents of handicapp-- 
ed children who are attracted by the thought that their child 
will not be put apart in a special group among normally deve-- 
loping contemporaries. This system also has strong support 
of the governments of developing countries because it offers. 
education opportunities for disabled children in large numbers 
when services of special schools can provide educational facili-- 
ties only to limited numbers. 

In India the National Policy on Education has formulated 
an “Scheme of integrated education of disabled children”. The: 
scheme has made the following recommendations for an inte- 
grated education system: 

1. To place disabled children in ordinary schools providing: 
help of special teachers, aids and other resources. 

2. The levels of implementation of the scheme shall be through. 
governments and state education departments. 

3. The scheme includes programme for pre-school training 
for disabled children and counselling for parents. It would 
includes special training for the hearing handicapped 
children and mobility orientation training for the visually 
handicapped and home management training for parents 
of handicapped children. 

4. State governments may give particular attention to areas 
of high density, where disabilities are endemic in nature,. 
while implementing the scheme. 

5. This is a Centrally sponsored scheme and the Central 
Government is to pay the entire cost. 

6. The teachers of the disabled will poses the same qualifica- 
tion as are prescribed for teachers of the normal school. 
In addition the state governments may consider training of 
teachers through short-term courses to meet immediate 
objectives. This scheme envisages that “no child of school- 
age should be excluded from educational provision on. 
ground of severity of handicap”. 


Fellowships/Scholarships 


The programme of scholarships to handicapped students was. 
started in 1955 by the Government of India to help them secure- 
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education and training as a step towards their rehabilitation. 
‘The scheme provides scholarships for general education from 
‘Class IX onwards and for technical training at Certificate, 
Diploma and Degree levels, the amount of scholarships varies 
from Rs 40 to Rs 100 per month depending upon the nature of 
the course. The rates for different courses of study are given 10 
the Table No. 4.

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Eligibility Requirements 


(i) A disabled person who is a citizen of India may apply 
for scholarship. 

(ii) Scholarship provided to all categories of disabled persons 
for pursuing general, technical and professional educa- 
tional from class IX onwards. 

(iii) (a) Educational requirements : Scholarship provided to 
those who have secured at least 40% mark at the 
previous annual examination. 

(b) Music course : A disabled persan should have passed 
Madhyama or its equivalent examination from a 
college or an Institution approved by the Central 
Government. 

(c) Vocational Course: A disabled person should under- 
take a vocational training in any Training Centre/ 
Workshop/ITI or any other Institution recognised by 
Central/State Government. This will also include 
apprenticeship or training in a recognised institution 
or in industry. Lack of academic qualification need 
not be a bar to vocational training. 

(iv) Income: Combined monthly income of the parents/ 

Guardian should not exceed more than 
Rs. 2,000 
The University Grants Commission also offers fellowships 
for higher education to physically disabled including the blind, 
deaf and mute persons. An amount of Rs 900 per month is 
awarded for post-doctoral fellowships and Rs 1100/1300/ 
1500 p.m. awarded for Research Associateships, with a contin- 
gency grant of Rs 4000 per annum. There are a good number 
-of voluntary charity trusts also providing scholarships to needy 
‘and meritorious disabled persons. 


Employment 


Despite tremendous progress made in the field of Rehabilita- 
tion and a marked change in our attitude towards rehabilitation 
of the physically handicapped, much headway has not been 
made in their placement. To assist and facilitate the placement 
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of the physically handicapped, the Directorate General of 
Employment and Training conducted a survey to identify occu- 
pations for the physically handicapped in 1976. Another 
Survey was conducted in 1980 to identify jobs in Group C and 
D services of the Government. The survey has made a list of 
jobs (see Table 5) considered suitable for the different categories 
of the handicapped persons. It has also mentioned the type and 
extent of physical handicap that can be tolerated in a particular 
job with or without aids.

Vocational Rehabilitation Centres for Physi-- 
cally Handicapped 


Despite the good record of Special Employment Exchanges, it 
was felt that the placement of physically handicapped persons 
would further improve if arrangements for proper assessment 
and adjustments training are made available to them. Accord- 
ingly, the Government of India (DGE & T) opened two 
Vocational Rehabilitation Centres for Physically Handicapped 
at Bombay and Hyderabad‘to render assistance in the rehabili- 
tation of such persons. At present 14 such Centres are 
functioning at Ahmedabad, Bangalore, Bombay, Calcutta, 
New Delhi, Sitamarhi, Jabalpur, Kanpur, Hyderabad, 
Ludhiana, Madras, Gauhati, Bhubaneswar and Trivandrum. 

Broadly, the following services are undertaken by these- 
Centres : 
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(i) These Centres admit handicapped persons to evaluate 
them vocationally, assess medically their residual 
capacities and measure them psychologically. 

(ii) Handicapped persons are interviewed for knowing 
their personal, social, family and economic background 
which often cause adjustment problem. 

(iii) They are put through various psychological tests to 
assess their intelligence, aptitude, manual dexterity, 
personality and adjustment problems. 

(iv) Clients are given necessary counselling and workshop 
training to adjust them in their work habits and 
motivate them to take decisions in personal and voca- 
cational areas. 


Efforts are made to place the clients evaluated at 
these centres in suitable jobs in Government depart- 
ments/offices/undertakings as well as private establish- 
ments including self-employment. 

(vi) Following services are rendered after handicapped 
persons are employed in an establishment.

The Railway Ministry provides the following concessions 
ito different categories of handicapped persons : 

1. A blind person and his escort can travel by paying a 
single fare or if a blind person travels alone, he is 
expected to pay only one-fourth of the normal fare. An 
escort accompanying a blind child aged 3 years and 
less shall be charged at half the public tariff rates- 


2. An orthopaedically handicapped person who suffers 
from substantial loss of function of the lower 
half or upper half of human body accompanied 
by an escort is eligible for a standard concession for all 
journeys at the option of the handicapped persons 
subject to his producing a certificate to the Station 
Master concerned from an orthopaedic surgeon OT 
‘Government Doctor to the effect that the person is 
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orthopaedically handicapped and he cannot travel 
without an escort.* 

The Indian Airlines Corporation allows 50 per cent conces- 
sional fare to blind persons on single journey or single fare for 
round trip journeys on all domestic flights. However, escorts 
will have to pay full fare (Indian Airlines Circular No. CTM/ 
17, 18th May 1965). In respect of other orthopaedically 
handicapped persons no concessions in fares are given but they 
are allowed to carry a pair of crutches, or braces or any other 
prosthetic devices free of charge. 

Bus travel concessions are also provided by various State 
‘Governments for the physically disabled persons. 


Bank Aids 


Public Sector Banks (Nationalised Banks, the State Bank of 


India and its subsidiaries) have formulated many loaning 


‘schemes for the education and rehabilitation of the handi- 
‘capped as are enumerated below : 

1. Scheme for financing the handicapped for purchase of 
artificial limbs/aids etc: Under this scheme Bank 
renders loan assistance up to Rs 2,500 maximum at as 
low an interest rate as 4.35 per cent per annum. 

2. Educational Loan Scheme : The Educational Loans 
Scheme formulated by the Reserve Bank of India is 
available to the disabled for taking academic education 
and vocational training of the standard of I.T.I. in 
institutions of repute. 

3. Scheme for purchase of vehicle by institution for the 
transport of the physically handicapped—for the dura- 
tion of the International Year of Disabled Persons 
(1981). The State Bank of India had formulated a 
special scheme, under which institutions engaged in 
the rehabilitation of the disabled could be given loans 


“From rule 101 and Section Il of the Annexure to the rule governing 
rail fare concessions to the handicapped, Indian Railway Conference 
Association Coaching Tariff, No. 22, Part I, Vol. Il, Noy. 1974, 
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to purchase mini-bus at as low a margin as 5 to 10 
per cent and at a reasonable rate of interest. The loan 
could be repaid in a period of 10 years. 

4. Loan to start self-employment—Banks also provide 
loans up to Rs 25,CCO at as low interest rate as 133 
per cent per annum to start self-employment ventures 
like : 

1. Agency for selling newspapers. 

2. Agency for selling lottery tickets. 

3. Grocery shops. 

4. Stationery shops. 

5. Tea stalls/fruit stalls. 

6. Conducting music classes. 

7. Tailoring shops etc for the handicapped to make 
them self-reliant. 


Rights of Disabled Persons 


The Declaration on the Rights of Disabled Persons was pro- 
claimed by the General Assembly of the United Nations on 
December 9, 1975 in its thirteenth session, 2433rd_ plenary 
meeting, Resolution No. 3447. 


This Declaration on the Rights of Disabled Persons pro- 
claims and calls for national and international action to ensure 
that it will be used as a common basis and frame of reference 
for the protection. of these rights. However, the United 
Nations is aware of the fact that certain countries, at their 
State of development can devote only limited efforts to this 
end. 


The UN Declaration of the Rights of the Disabled Persons 
are as follows : 


l. The term ‘‘disabled person” means any person unable 
to ensure by himself or herself, wholly or partly the 
Necessities of a normal individual and/or social life as & 
result of a deficiency, either congenital or not in his of 
her physical or mental capabilities. 

2. Disabled persons shall enjoy all the rights set forth 
in this Declaration. These rights shall be granted to all 
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disabled persons without any exception whatsoever and 
without distinction or discrimination on the basis of 
Tace, colour, sex, language, religion, political or other 
opinions, national or social origin, state of wealth, birth 
or any other situation applying either to the disabled 
person himself or herself or to his or her family. 

Disabled persons have the inherent right to respect for 
their human dignity. Disabled persons, whatever the origin, 
nature and seriousness of their handicaps and disabilities, 
have the same fundamental rights as their fellow-citizens 
of the same age, which implies first and foremost the right 
to enjoy a decent life, as normal and full as possible. 
Disabled persons have the same civil and political rights 
as other human beings. 

Disabled persons are entitled to the measures designed to 
enable them to become as self-reliant as possible. 

Disabled persons have the right to medical, psychological 
and functional treatment, including prosthetic and orthetic 
appliances, to medical and social rehabilitation, educa- 
tion, vocational training and rehabilitation, aid, counse- 
lling, placement services and other services which will 
enable them to develop their capabilities and skills to the 
maximum and will hasten the process of their social 
integration or reintegration. 

Disabled persons have the right to economic and social 
security, and to a decent level of living. They have 
the right, according to their capabilities, to secure 
and retain employment or to engage in a useful, productive 
and remunerative occupation and to join trade unions. 


. Disabled persons have the right to live with their families 


or with foster parents and to participate in all social; 


creative or recreational activities. No disabled person shall 
be subjected, as far as his or her residence is concerned, to 
differential treatment other than that required by his or 
her condition or by the improvement which he or she may 
derive therefrom. Ifthe stay ofa disabled person in a 
specialised establishment is indispensable, the environment 
and living conditions therein shall be as close as possible 
to those of the normal life of a person of his or her age. 


- Disabled persons are entitled to have their special needs 
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taken into consideration at all stages in economic and 
social planning. 

Disabled persons shall be protected against all exploitation, 
all regulations and all treatment of a discriminatory, abu- 
sive or degrading nature. 

Disabled persons shall be able to avail themselves of 
qualified legal aid when such aid proves indispensable for 
the protection of their persons and property. If judicial 
proceedings are instituted against them, the legal procedure 


applied shall take their physical and mental condition fully 
into account. 


. Organisations of disabled persons may be usefully 


consulted in all matters regarding the rights of disabled. 
Disabled persons, their families and communities shall be 
fully informed by all appropriate means of the rights con- 
tained in this Declaration. 


International Year of Disabled Persons 


The United Nations General Assembly in 1976 proclaimed 
1981 as the International Year of Disabled Persons (IYDP). It 
carried the theme “Full Participation and Equality for all dis- 
abled persons”. The main objectives of IYDP were: 


ile 
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To help ail disabled persons in their physical and psycho- 
logical adjustment in society. 
To promote efforts to provide disabled people with proper 


assistance, training, care, guidance and work opportunities 
for full integration into society. 


. To encourage studies and research projects designed to 


facilitate participation of disabled persons in daily life. 


- To educate and inform people of the right of disabled 


persons to participate fully in economic, social and politi- 
cal aspects of life. 


- To promote effective measures for preventions, early detec- 


tion and rehabilitation of disabled people. 
The International Year of Disabled Persons emphasised 


the need to develop long term national and local progra- 
mmes to rehabilitate the disabled. 
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India and IYDP 


The Government of India had appointed a National Committee 
to coordinate all the IYDP activities. The Committee had 
formulated a National Plan of Action for IYDP. The Plan 
supported the theme of ‘‘Full Participation and Equality.” Its 
specific objectives were: s 

1. To lay the foundation and develop a network of services 
for disabled by preparing a perspective development plan 
for comprehensive rehabilitation with a rural bias. f 

2. To develop a strong national disability prevention 
programme. 

3. To evolve a National Policy to provide disabled persons 
with proper assistance, educational training, care, guidance, 
employment measures, work opportunities, to achieve full 
social integration and also extend legal protection. ‘ 

4. To encourage national institutions and nt o 
Technology to develop new approaches and technologies 
so that more facilities can be provided to rehabilitate 
disabled persons. K f 

5. For the meerd and full participation in community 
life, change the current trend to institutionalise disabled 
and motivate the family and the community to care for the 
disabled. , 

6. To Teas a planned network of information and service 
to eradicate social prejudicial attitudes towards the dis- 
abled and to publicise the right of disabled persons to ran 
cipate in and to contribute to various aspects of economic, 
social and political life. 

7. To initiate programmes that wou 
disable Tsons. . 

8. To eae disseminate all relevent data on the disabled 
and their needs. 

The National Plan of Action also suggested a separate 
programme for children below 14 years in India, which include 
following suggestions: J 

1. To establish atleast half a dozen centres 1n the country to 
carry out differential diagnosis of disabilities, offer advice 
on care at home, placement in schools and other similar 


matters. SU. K 1s, W Vig Ta WaN 
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2. To bring substantial number of handicapped children to 

schools. 

3. To devise schemes to encourage integration of handicapped 

children in ordinary schools. 

4. To develop schemes of scholarships for handicapped 
children to cover a part of the cost of their education. ; 
To undertake programme for the training of teachers with 
a view to improving standards of teaching of the young 
handicapped. 

The National Plan of Action of IYDP also aims to review 

the progress of implementation of these programmes from time 

to time. [ 

The directory aims at Providing maximum information 
about benefits and facilities available to the physically handi- 
capped and mentally retarded in India. The existing informa- 
tion in this specific area is extremely limited and it is difficult 
to obtain consolidated and comprehensive information about 
the facilities provided for different categories of handicapped

persons. It is hoped that this would be found useful not only 
to the physically handicapped but also to all those who are 
interested 


in their welfare and social rehabilitation.

During IYDP it attached consultants in special 
education to the four UNESCO Regional Education 
Offices in Africa, Asia, Arab States and Latin America 
to advice Unesco member countries on the develop- 
ment of educational facilities for the disabled. In early 
1981 an exhibition of posters for IYDP designed by 
European artists was organised at Unesco head- 
quarter. It displayed photos and illustrations showing 
participation of the handicapped in the life of the 
community in countries around the world. 
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IYDP at the local and regional levels by the 2,500 

UNESCO clubs operating in 77 countries. 

In November 1981, UNESCO organised an Interna- 
tional Conference in Spain on “The Contribution of 
education can make to solve the problems of handi- 
capped”. It was organised in consultation with UN 
agencies and international organisations of the dis- 
abled. 

UNESCO also organised a book fair in Bologona 
in 1981 in order to reflect the way of new attitudes 
tewards handicapped in the modern society through 
the media of children’s literature. 

UNESCO conducted Co-action Programme which 
offers help to individuals, groups, and institutions to 
get much needed equipments, training facilities in 
schools and centres for the handicapped in the deve- 
loping countries. Co-action programme also issues 
special Union Cheques a kind of international money 
order issued by Unesco to make a contribution—even 
small one to help the handicapped in developing 
countries. 

Co-action is issuing an illustrated booklet outlin- 
ing the activities and needs of schools and centres for 
the handicapped in Africa, the Arab countries, Asia 
and Latin America: Among the most pressing needs 
are : funds to provide medical treatment for the pre- 
vention of blindness and finance training programmes 
for teachers as well as Braille typewriters, hearing aids 
for the deaf, education toys and equipment for pottery 
and carpentry workshops.
